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FOREWORD 

Pennsylvania  is  one  of  the  leading  livestock  States  of  the  East,  ranking 
tenth  among  the  forty-eight  States  in  number  of  cows  and  heifers  two  years 
old  and  over  kept  for  milk,  sixteenth  in  number  of  all  cattle  and  calves  on 
farms,  and  sixteenth  in  number  of  horses  and  colts. 

The  number  of  horses  and  colts  on  Pennsylvania  farms  decreased  from 
294,000,  January  1,  1937,  to  291,000,  January  1,  1938.  The  small  tractor  with 
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its  increased  adaptability,  efficiency  and  higher  speed  is  probably  responsible 
for  the  decreased  number  of  horses  on  farms  the  past  year.  The  high  speed, 
single  plow  type  of  tractor  made  especially  for  small  farms  costs  little  more 
than  a  good  team  of  young  mules  or  horses. 

Pennsylvania  ranked  eleventh  among  the  forty-eight  States  in  cash  income 
from  farm  production. 

Livestock  and  livestock  products  accounted  for  68  percent  of  the  cash  in- 
come of  the  State's  farmers  in  1937  and  field  crops  for  32  percent.  The  total 
cash  farm  income  for  that  year  was  $266,800,000  a  $27,000,000  increase  over 
1936. 

FARM  LIVESTOCK  INVENTORY,  JANUARY  1,  1938 

Dairy  cattle  and  sheep  showed  increases  in  value  per  head  and  work  stock 
and  swine  registered  decreases  compared  to  last  year,  according  to  the  annual 
January  1,  inventory  of  livestock  on  Pennsylvania  farms. 

Total  inventory  value  of  the  five  species  of  livestock  January  1,  1938,  is 
$148,262,000  which  compares  with  $143,755,000,  the  inventory  value  of  these 
species  a  year  previous  and  wi^h  the  January  1,  1933  value  of  $86,004,000,  the 
low  point  in  recent  years. 

The  number  of  horses  on  farms  in  Pennsylvania  has  been  declining  rather 
steadily.  However,  shipments  of  young  stock  into  the  State  and  a  revival  of 
interest  in  horse-raising  are  replacing  the  aged  work  stock  with  ycung, 
vigorous  animals.  The  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  of  the  Pennsylvania  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  reports  405  stallions  registered  in  1937,  compared 
with  384  in  1936,  370  in  1935,  349  in  1934,  317  in  1933,  205  in  1929  and  408 
in  1922.  Horses  continue  to  command  good  prices. 

The  number  of  cattle  and  calves  on  January  1  have  increased  from  1,469,000 
in  1937  to  1,498,000  in  1938.  This  increase  was  in  beef  cattle  and  young  ani- 
mals. The  number  of  cows  and  heifers  2  years  old  and  over  kept  for  milk 
showed  no  increase — it  has  remained  constant  at  887,000  for  the  past  three 
years. 

Prices  of  milk  cows  have  increased  steadily  from  1933  to  date.  The  esti- 
mated value  of  cows  and  heifers  two  years  old  and  over  kept  for  milk  is 
$69,186,000,  an  increase  of  $5  322,000  over  last  year. 

The  number  of  cattle  reacting  to  the  T.  B.  test  for  the  year  approximated 
4,000  and  to  the  Bang's  disease  test  14,000. 

The  estimated  number  of  hogs  on  Pennsylvania  farms  of  639,000  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1938  compares  with  652,000,  the  number  January  1,  1937.  Swine  were 
valued  at  $12.60  per  head  on  January  1, 1938.  Pennsylvania  hog  prices  dropped 
31  percent  from  late  summer  through  December — from  about  $13.00  per  hun- 
dred for  good  and  choice  grades  to  a  December  average  of  about  $9.00. 

The  estimated  number  of  sheep  and  lambs  on  Pennsylvania  farms  January 
1,  1938  of  453,000  is  9,000  or  about  2  percent  less  than  last  year.  The  esti- 
mated value  per  head  of  $5.70  is  higher  than  last  year  and  offsets  the  decrease 
in  numbers  to  bring  the  total  inventory  faan  value  of  sheep  above  last  year. 
The  estimated  January  1  sheep  value  of  $2,597,000  compares  with  $2,480,000 
last  year.

Under  the  act  approved  May  1937  regulating  the  weights  and  measures  in 
the  sale  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  such  fruits  and  vegetables  may  be  sold  in 
terms  of  weight,  or  measure  in  cubical  content,  or  numerical  count,  when  the 
containers  shall  have  been  filled  or  packed  in  accordance  with  good  commer- 
cial practice. 

For  sale  by  volume,  approved  standard  containers  should  be  used  and  where 
approved  standard  containers  are  not  used,  any  commodity  named  in  this 
section  when  sold  as  a  bushel,  must  weigh  as  follows:

If  in  package  form,  the  quantity  of  the  contents  shall  be  plainly  and  con- 
spicuously marked  on  the  outside  of  the  package  in  terms  of  weight,  or  meas- 
ure in  cubical  content,  or  numerical  count:  Provided,  however,  That  reason- 
able variations  shall  be  permitted;  and  tolerances  and  also  exemptions  as  to 
small  packages  shall  be  established  by  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the 
Chief  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Standards. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  city  and  county  inspectors  of  weights  and 
measures  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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FARM  LAWS  AT  A  GLANCE 

All  dogs  more  than  6  months  old  must  be  licensed.  Licenses  are  due  Janu- 
ary 1  of  each  year. 

Dairy  cattle  cannot  be  brought  into  Pennsylvania  without  health  certifi- 
cates from  State  of  origin. 

Purebred  stallions,  used  for  service,  must  be  licensed. 

Livestock  dealers  selling  more  than  100  animals  per  year  must  be  licensed. 

Produce  dealers  dealing  with  farmers  on  other  than  a  cash  basis  must  be 
licensed  and  bonded. 

Dealers  can  legally  advertise  as  fresh  only  such  eggs  as  meet  the  legal 
definition  of  "fresh". 

Closed  containers  of  grapes  and  potatoes  must  be  marked  with  the  grade 
or  as  unclassified. 

Containers  of  chicks— offered  for  sale  as  a  unit— must  be  marked  with  the 
number  of  chicks,  breed,  date  hatched,  whether  blood-tested,  whether  cock- 
erels, pullets  or  straight  run,  name  and  address  of  producer  and  name  and 
address  of  seller. 

Diseased  colonies  of  bees  must  be  destroyed. 
Box  hives  are  unlawful. 

Only  State  inspected  and  approved  seeds  can  be  legally  marked  "certified". 

Agricultural  seeds  must  be  marked  with  name  of  variety,  weed  content, 
purity  and  germination. 

Constables  and  road  supervisors  may  compel  property  owners  to  cut  Can- 
ada Thistle  and  Chickory. 

Misbranding  and  adulteration  of  food  products  are  unlawful. 

Eggs  subject  to  incubation  for  a  period  of  eight  days  or  over  must  be 
stamped  "incubated  eggs". 

Butter  must  contain  at  least  80.00  percent  by  weight  of  milk  fat. 

The  legal  minimum  for  butter  fat  in  milk  is  3.25  percent. 

The  legal  minimum  for  butter  fat  in  chocolate  milk  is  2.5  percent. 

Artificial  color  in  all  still  orange  beverages  is  prohibited. 

When  any  two  persons  shall  improve  lands  adjacent  to  each  other,  or  where 
any  person  shall  inclose  any  land  adjoining  to  another's  land  already  fenced 
in,  so  that  any  part  of  the  first  person's  fence  becomes  the  partition  fence, 
be'lween  them,  in  both  these  cases  the  charge  of  such  division  fence,  so  far 
as  is  inclosed  on  both  sides,  shall  be  equally  borne  and  maintained  by  both 
parties. 
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
